(Cabinet Meeting Takes 
Up Collinsville Lynching 


Government Expected to De- 
nounce Mob’s Act and Express 
Hope Violence Will Cease. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (By A. 
,P- ).— Attorney-General Gregory took 
to the Cabinet meeting today a report 
of the lynching of a German, Rob- 
ert P. Prager, at Collinsville, I)l., 
last night, for discussion with Presi- 
| dent Wilson. 


The Government is expected to de- | 
/nounce the mob’s lawless act, and to | 
|express the hope that there will be 


‘no repetition elsewhere. 

A brief report on the lynching 
reached the Attorney-General today 
from United States Attorney Charles 
A. Karch. Further details were 
asked. 

Officials made plain that they de- 
plored the incident, both because of 
the effect in this country and also be- 
cause it is feared reprisals may be 
made in Germany on Americans. 

Until the Federal Government shall 
be given power to punish persons 
making disloyal utterances, Depart- 
ment of Justice officials fear more 
violence. 

The Collinsville lynching was the 
first report reaching here of such ex- 
treme mob violence to a German, al- 
though officials who have observed 
the general feeling against Germans 
have been apprehensive of. such oc- 
currences. 

The Government has no authority 
to take action against the tynchers. 
Officials of the Department of Jus- 
tice deplore the act and express th.

formed another record feat by pre- 
paring and shipping to a town behind 
the mch front a tent hospital of 
500. beds within 12 hours after re-}.

The equipment supplied by the 
Red Cross consisted of 250 tents 20 
by 60 feet and each containing 20 
beds. Each tent has an inner and 
outer wall with an air chamber be- 
tween so that it can be adapted to 
either cold or warm weather. When 
wet up such a hospital covers an 
sarea about the size of a footbali 
field. The equipment weighs 22 tons.

Call to Get Mechanical 


Training in St. Louis 


125 Will Be Sent to Washington University 
and 275 to Jai Alai Building—400 Photog- 
raphers to Be Mobilized April 15. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (Ry A. 
P.).—A call for 400 photographers 
registered in the draft to mobilize 
at Madison Barracks, Sackettes Har- 
‘bor, N. ¥., April 15, was sent out to 
15 states today by Provost Marshal- 
General Crowder. They will be put 
in the air service. 

The photographers will be asked 
to volunteer for the work, but if 
enough registrants do not come for- 
ward some'will be inducted into the 
service. 

A call also was issued for 2825 reg- 
istrants to be given a two months’ 
course in automobile driving and 
repairing, and other mechanical 
work, 

Local boards of Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Kentucky, 
Missouri and Texas were directed to 
furnish these men. 

The states called upon for men for 
mechanical training were directed 


Connecticut 230 men to the Parke 
Memorial School, Boston; 250 to the 
Wentworth Institute. Boston; Massa-. 
chusetts, 250 to the Wentworth Insti- 
tute; Michigan, 200 to the Sears- 
Roebuck Y. M. C. A., Chicago; 199 to 
the University of Michigan, Ann Ar- 
bor; Kentucky, 44€ to the Ilotel Met- 
ropole, Indianapolis; Missouri, 125 
to Washington University. St. Louis; 
500 to Iowa State Agricultural and 
Mechanical College at Ames; 275 to 
the Jai Alai Building, St. Louis: Tex- 
as, 350 to the Texas Agricultural and 


Mechanical College. 

Orders for the mobilization.of the 
first large number of men of tg sec- 
ond draft will go out to the Ga@vern- 
ors of the states very soon. 

Fifteen thousand men of the sec- 
ond draft are now mobilizing, and 
the April call about to go out wi'l 
represent probably more than the 
month’s proportion of the 800,000 
men who it previously has been an- 
nounced will be called during the re- 
maining nine months of the year. To 
call the 800,000 in equal monthly in- 
crements would mobilize them at 
about a rate of $0,000 a month. How- 
ever, there is no assurance that this 
will be a fixed figure because the 
flow of men will be determined by 
the needs of the army in France. As 
Gen. Pershing may call for specially 
qualified troops, an average of 9$0,- 
000 a month may be much exceeded 
or much decreased. 


It has been announced that the 
men will be drawn as gradually and 
in as small numbers as possible so 
as not to. dislocate industry and, par- 
ticularly, agriculture. 

So far as possible this plan will be 
followed. The immediate increasing 
of the American forces in France, 
however, to meet the German drive 
in the west is likely to result tn call- 
ing the men faster. For that reason, 
the April quota undoubtedly will ex- 
ceed its normal average, and if the 
need is pressing the entire 800,000 
might be called in much less than 
the nine months originally planned.

|ALLIES PREPARED FOR 


AMIENS POSSIBLE LOSS 


Meisures Taken to Assure Con- 
tinued Formationing of 
Railroad Service. 


BY LINCOLN EYRE,

PARIS, April 5.—There is no long- |. 


er reason to fear that the loss of 
Amiens as a railroad center would 
vitally hamper the operations of the 
allied armies. Thus far, according to 
authoritative information I have just 
received, none of the lines centerinzs 
in Amiens, which, were used prior 
to the beginning of the German of- 
fensive, has been put out of commis- 
sion. 

I have seen situation maps which 
show, step by step, the progress bat- 
tleward of the long range Krupp 
cannon which are being dragged 
painfully across the area between 
the Oise and the Ancre. The direc- 
tion in which these batteries are go- 
ing clearly demonstrated the German 
intention to strike at the cluster of 
tracks just east of Amiens and prob- 
ably at the town itself. 

Intense aerial bombardment has 


| begun the work of demolition which 


the enemy evidently believes will be 
completed by his gunners. At no 
point, however, has either that or the 
intermittent shelling with torpedoes 
flung from night flying Gothas been 
able to interfere with allied transpor- 
tation. 

Meanwhile Franco-British engi- 
neers detachments have taken all 
measures necessary to assure the 
continued functioning of the rail- 
road service, no matter what happens 
to Amiens. 

The bitterness of the artillery strife 
in the country between Demiun and 
Hangard-en-Santerre is evidently due 
to the fact that this is the nearest 
point from which the Germans could 
hope to harass Amiens. It is here 
they are endeavoring to plant their 
naval guns, which the intensity of the 
allied fire has hitherto hindered.

France very much reduced. Simul- 
taneously, had the enemy's feints of 
real attacks been delivered at Salon- 
ica and in other eastern theaters we 
should have been much’ uneasier 
about our reply to them. 

None of these things, fortunately, 
has happened. On the contrary, the 
presence of Austrian and Bulgarian 
troops in France has beer definitely 
ascertained. There are, it is true, 
still some German divisions on what 
we used to call the Russian front and 
they reappear in Italy or Macedonia, 
but on the whole the evidence points 
to concentration in France and neg- 
lect of secondary theaters. 

On Top of Market. 

The German higher command ap- 
parently think they are at the top 
of the market and cannot, by any- 
thing they do now, usefully increase 
the amount of our commitments in 
the eastern theaters. They expect, 
or at least expected, to knock us out 
in France before our Knights errant 
in the east could get home, and no 
doubt promised the long-suffering 
and useful Turk that he would be 
gratefully remembered in the peace 
terms which the Germans expected 
to extort from us. 

He had allowed us to foo! ourselves 
to the top of our bent with the east- 
ern adventure and had prepared to 
make us pay the full price for our 
follies. I do not believe either Aus- 
tria or Bulgaria will send more 
troops to France than they can pos- 
sibly avoid sending, or that they will 
take a more active part in the cam- 
paign in France than they can es- 
cape taking. 

But the German hand is heavy. 
Bulgaria is anxious to make sure of 
Dobrudja and Macedonia, while Von 
Buelow’s aid last autumn has to be 
| paid for by the return of the compli- 
'ment by Austria. The western allies 
‘will be very glad to meet the Aus- 
trian and Bulgarian troops in arms, 
|for scores have to be wiped off with 
| both, and the arrival of those Balkan 
nanditti who stabbed Serbia in the 
back will be particularly welcome to 
us all. 

In the rnain, the Austro-Italian 
rivalry remains intact and the armies 
of Austria and Italy stand facing one 
another. Last reports from §Itaty 
speak of 60 Austrian divisions on the 
Italian front. Excluding the Ger- 
mans there were forty-nine Austrian 
divisions facing Italy at the close of 
operations last autumn, and if the 
Italian reports are correct there 
must, therefore, have been 11 fresh 
divisions brought up from old Rus- 
sian front. 

The Austrian balance remaining 
over must be some 16 divisions, 
which we must assume to be distrib- 
uted between France, Italy and Sol- 
onica, so that the number for France 
cannot be important and the whole 
tendency of the Austrians will be to 
separate their. divisions from their 
_German surroundings and collect 
them for the purpose of a purely 
Austrian campaign. 

Three and a half years of German 
arrogance and bullying probably 
| have made Austro-Hungarian head- 
quarters only toc glad to be quit of 
German control at any price. Field 
Marshal Conrad von Hoetzendorf re- 
tains the chief command under the 
young Emperor of Austria, and his 
presence in the Tyrol is announced. 
Here he has at his disposal 13 divi- 
sions of the former Tyrol and Tren- 
tino defenses, and of the eleveth 
army beside Gen. von Krobatin’a 
army, formerly on the Carnia front. 
and such divisions under Kovis from 
the old Russian front as he may be 
able to cram into the far from con- 
venient concentration area of Tren. 
tino. 

On the Piave itself Gen. Derovic 
is in command with 23 divisions. The 
four Austrian divisions formerly un- 
der Von Below probably have joined 
Krobatin. Field Marshal von Hoet- 
zendarf knows this theater, over 
against northern Italy, better than 
anyone.

‘‘We are at the decisive moment of the war,’’ declared the Kaiser on March 21st as he 
launched his tremendous armies against fifty miles of the Allied front in France in the 
greatest Dattle of this or any war; and on the same day he declared that ‘‘the prize of vic- 
tory must not and will not fail us,’’ and announced warningly that this prize “‘ was no soft 
peace but one which corresponds with Germany’s interests.”’

Some housewives who have dis- 
carded the flour in baking still use 
it for other purposes, such as mak- 
ing gravies, etc., but here, too, con- 
servation can be augmented. For 
thickening gravies and soups, cern 
starch will answer the purpose and 
will insure a smooth gravy—the corn 
starch must first be dissolved in cold 


water. 


When making fruit pies sift min- 


jute tapioca over the fruit. It will 
retain the juices fully as well as the 
usual flour—use a tablespoonful of 


‘tapioca to a ple. 


When raisins, currants, or other 
fruits are prepared for cake, etc., 
add the fruit immediately afier the 
sweetening and shortening and it will 
not be necessary to dredge them with 
flour. 

In cleaning the white sweaters, 
scarfs, etc., substitute corn starch 
for flour. Thoroughly rub the dry 
corn starch into the article to be 
cleaned and then shake it out It 
may be necessary to repeat this pro- 
cess several times.
